The Atomic Age has entered its third year. 

Back in 1945 on the morning of July 16 it began. That 
beginning was marked by a blinding burst of light, an awe- 
some uproar and the magnificent spectacle of the atomic 
mushroom. 

It was August 6 when this new weapon obliterated 60 
per cent of Hiroshima and caused 70,000 to 80,000 casual- 
ities. 

* Now two years have passed—two years in which the 
members of the United Nations have failed to work out a 
system of international control of the atom. That failure, 
ag we know, centers chiefly around Russian refusal to agree 
to‘ international inspection and to yield the veto power on 
atomic matters. 

* But with each passing day of the new Atomic Age it 
becomes clearer that the nations must cooperate or face 
eventual annihilation. We must work, hope and pray for 
the triumph of reason, for if reason prevails atomic energy 
will be used to bless, not blast mankind.
